Clinton Native Linda Asberry 
Angelle looks back on 30 years 
of chasing the news, Texas style 


Like so many who graduate from Clinton 
County High School, Linda Asberry - now Linda 
Angelle - left her Albany and Clinton County 
home to further her education, then she landed 
on a career path that kept her away from her 
Kentucky roots for the next three decades. 

Linda, the daughter of Hale and Arawana 
Asberry, is a 1976 graduate of Clinton County 
High School and grew up in the Sugar Valley 
Community of southeast Clinton County. 

Her parents were both long-time educators 
in the Clinton County school system, Hale an 
elementary school teacher for many years and 
her mother, Arawana, a Commerce teacher at the 
Clinton County Vocational School. 

Linda, an only child, didn’t 
choose to follow in her parents 
footsteps when she embarked 
on a career in photojournalism 
- a direction she had long 
dreamed of taking. 

In the 1976 Clintonian, 
the C.C.H.S. annual, a “look 
ahead” account of just how 
the 20 year reunion for her 
graduating class might have 
turned out in 1996, mentions 
that Linda had “taken over the 
job of Candid Camera”. 

Her career path did not 
actually take her to the 
scenes of the Candid Camera 
television show, but a three- 
decade plus journalism career 
that has mostly been spent in 
Texas, did find Linda behind 
and in front of a television 
camera. 

Angelle was recently 
honored by KXAS Channel 5, 
the NBC television affiliate in 
the Dallas-Lort Worth area of 
Texas she has called her home 
station for the past 30 years. 

Although it doesn’t happen 
as often as she would like, she 
does get the chance to return to 
Albany and Clinton County from time to time to 
visit with her parents and friends, and during one 
of those visits recently she stopped by the office 
of the Clinton County News. 

A1 Gibson, Clinton County News Editor, 
after learning of her 30 year ceremony and being 
honored by NBC, suggested she put together a 
brief overview of some of the most memorable 


events she worked behind a television news 
camera. 

The following is that account in Linda’s 
own words, along with a few choice photos she 
emailed to us this week. 

Although the word “retire” was mentioned a 
time or two in recent conversations with her, she 
continues to remain on the job today - not only 
covering the events in her home area, but now 
lending her expertise of a 30 year career, to those 
younger staff members at the station. 

“At the end of July they called me into the 
newsroom and gave me my 30 year certificate 
along with a standing ovation. One reporter 


told me he was stunned to realize I had been at 
Channel 5 longer than he had been alive. This got 
me thinking about all the stories I’ve done and the 
changes I’ve seen. The equipment has evolved 
(thank goodness) from the 30 pound camera, 
15 pound record deck and five or more pounds

Dead Animal 
Removal 
Assistance 
approved for 
Clinton County 

The Kentucky Agricultural 
Development Board, chaired by 
Gov. Steve Beshear, approved 
$1,150 at its August meeting 
in support of a Deceased Farm 
Animal Removal Program in 
Clinton County. The Clinton 
County Soil Conservation 
District submitted a proposal to 
the Clinton County Agricultural 
Development Council and 
the Kentucky Agricultural 
Development Board. 

The Deceased Farm 
Animal Removal Program 
was established as an interim 
measure to facilitate the 
coordination of environmentally 
sound and cost-effective 
disposal of deceased livestock 
for Kentucky’s producers. 
Funds through this program will 
assist with the expenses of an 
acceptable disposal program, 
such as contracting for removal, 
incineration, composting or other 
methods that meet Kentucky 
statutes. 

This project will provide cost 
assistance to livestock producers 
for proper burial of deceased 
animals. The participants 
will hire a contractor to bury 
the animal to meet statutory 
guidelines. Producers will be 
reimbursed up to 75 percent of 
eligible expenses, not to exceed 
$75 per animal with a limit of 
two animals per calendar year.

Late summer nitrogen 
applications to pastures 
will they pay in 2014? 




With the recent rain here in the area, soil moisture levels should 
be in the acceptable range for applying Nitrogen to cool season grass 
pastures. The following article from UK specialist Greg Halich out¬ 
lines the economics of stockpiling fescue for winter grazing versus 
feeding hay based on Nitrogen rates applied and hay price. 

We are close to the point where some livestock farmers would 
normally start to apply nitrogen to tall fescue pastures to boost pro¬ 
duction levels and stockpile for fall and winter grazing. Since there 
are many factors that will impact the profitability of this practice, 
the question at hand is: Under what set of conditions will applying 
nitrogen to pastures pay this year? 

Soil moisture conditions are extremely variable throughout the 
state right now, with some areas having good to excellent soil mois¬ 
ture and other areas in moderate drought. There are lots of reports 
of soil moisture conditions changing from good to bad in as little as 
a five mile distance all through the state. Areas with good soil mois¬ 
ture will have the best response to nitrogen applications. 

The price of nitrogen was evaluated on an elemental basis be¬ 
tween $.55-.75 per unit ($370-500 per ton ammonium nitrate and 
$505-690 per ton urea with urease inhibitor), with application rates 
of 40 and 80 units/acre. Three response rates (low, medium, and 
high) were evaluated corresponding to various soil moisture and fer¬ 
tility conditions. 

Farm size and management practices were assumed to be typi¬ 
cal Kentucky conditions: 30 cow herd with late winter/early spring 
calving. Waste rates were estimated at 25 percent for both hay feed¬ 
ing and grazing. Forage quality was estimated at 55 percent TDN 
for hay and 65 percent for stockpiled fescue. Machinery and labor 
costs were estimated at $.09 and $.29 per cow-day for grazing and 
hay feeding respectively. P and K from the hay were assumed to be 
recycled back into pastures at a 50% rate at $.40/lb for P205 and 
$.40/lb for K20. 

Results: There appear to be good opportunities for profitable ni¬ 
trogen applications in fescue stands with low clover content (less 
than 15percent) in areas with decent soil moisture conditions. As¬ 
suming a medium response rate and nitrogen priced at $.65/unit 
($600/ton urea with urease inhibitor), hay prices at or above $60/ton 
generated moderate to high cost savings. With the low response rate, 
these stands generated low to moderate costs savings with hay priced 
at or above $80/ton. With a high response rate, these stands gener¬ 
ated high cost savings with just about all combinations of nitrogen 
and hay prices. 

Cost savings occurred less frequently in the mixed fescue-clover 
stands. With a medium response rate, hay prices needed to be at or 
above $ 100/ton to generate even low cost savings. With the high re¬ 
sponse rate, hay prices needed to be at least $80/ton to generate low 
cost savings. Additionally, any potential savings in the fescue-clover 
stands need to be balanced against the potential loss of clover due 
to N applications. As a consequence, it is advised to target pastures 
with the highest fescue content before considering nitrogen applica¬ 
tions to these mixed fescue-clover stands. 

In terms of current soil moisture conditions, this means that in ar¬ 
eas with at least decent soil moisture conditions, mostly pure stands 
of fescue should provide good opportunities for applying nitrogen 
and stockpiling forage for late fall and winter grazing. In areas that 
are starting to fall into drought conditions, it is probably better to 
wait until mid-August to see if conditions improve. 

As noted above, hay quality was assumed to be medium-quality, 
mixed hay with a 55 percent TDN. There is a lot of hay put up in 
Kentucky that has a much lower feed value. For each 5 percent re¬ 
duction in TND (e.g. going from 55 to 50 percent), add $6-9/acre in 
cost savings for 40 unit applications and $10-15/acre for 80 unit ap¬ 
plications. Use the lower part of this range for the medium response 
rate and the higher part of this range for the high response rate.

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of batteries, to about half the 
weight and size. Unfortunately 
the field crews have shrunk from 
producer, editor, photographer, 
reporter and live engineer to 
photographer and reporter. 
Now I shoot, produce, edit, set up 
the live shot and sometimes even 
do the reporting. We added four 
more hours of news and all the 
reporters are live on location to 
front our stories. We also have 
several portable live units to use 
when we can't get a signal with 
a live van and there is even an 
app that lets us stream live video 
through our cell phones. 

“In 1984 when I first came to 
Texas they called it the “Golden 
Age ” of television. We traveled 
to wherever there was news 
and sometimes worked on one 
story for weeks or even months. 
In Fort Hood, I got to shoot 
from a moving tank with the 
army. We did the Republican 
and Democratic conventions, 
and were in Washington for 
the inauguration of both the 
Bush presidents. I went to the 
Super Bowl (when the Cowboys 
were winning) and even flew 
with the Canadian Snow Birds 
over downtown Dallas. I will 
always remember hearing the 
three tenors and interviewing 
Pavarotti. Ella Fitzgerald gave 
an autographed photo. My 
reporter got stuck in traffic and I 
spent a lovely half hour chatting 
with Tom Hanks who was in 
town to promote one of his first 
films, Big. We went to Southfork 
with the cast of Dallas. Larry 
Hagman (J.R) was the nicest guy 
you 'd ever meet. 

“But mostly news working 
hard for a lot of hours to put a 
minute and thirty seconds on the 
air. Some of you may remember 
when they pulled baby Jessica 
out of the well. We bought the 
tallest ladders we could find 
to get a good angle. And since 
they could bring her out at any 
minute, someone had to be on 
top of those ladders for two days 
straight. We lived on McDonald's 
hamburgers the Salvation Army 
brought for everyone. After 
firemen pulled Baby Jessica 
from the well, we all finally got 
a shower and a sit down dinner. 
I was so exhausted, I fell asleep 
and went face first into my food. 

“I spent over a month in 
Waco for the Branch Davidian 
compound standoff. We worked 
around the clock and drove to 
a gas station two miles away 
for a bathroom break until news 
stations paid for port-a-potties. 
Every day I hoped the children 
would leave safely but as weeks 
passed it didn't seem likely. I 


shot the fire that ended so many 
lives from the helicopter. And 
the Oklahoma City bombing just 
broke my heart. 

“I chased tornadoes all these 
years and finally ended up in 
one this year. Lucky for me it 
was an FO. We were streaming 
live video on our cell phone 
when the tornado sirens blared 
and tree branches flew past our 
windows. The rain was coming 
down sideways so fast the streets 
flooded in minutes. The wind 
shook the live van but then it was 
over. We got soaked through our 
rain gear shooting the damage 
but stayed through the 10 p.m. 
news to be live in front of a 
church that had the front blown 
off. My poor husband never 
knows when he’ll see me. 

“Many photographers say 
they are in news because they are 
addicted to the adrenalin rush 
like when we used to ride along 
with the swat teams. I used to 
have time to keep journals and 
I found one about a SWAT ride- 
along I went on. 

“ ‘My heart is pounding as 
the van skids to a stop. Everyone 
bursts out of the van in a blur of 
black. I am running as fast as 
I can and shooting. I try to see 
where I'm going out of my left 
eye while looking through the 
camera with my right hoping I 
don’t trip or fall over a step or 
curb. The police are at the door 
and there is an ear splitting 
boom. I jump about a foot off 
the ground but keep running. My 
SWAT buddy notices and grins. 
“Those concussion grenades sure 
are loud aren’t they?” he says. 
Suspects are now on the ground. 
My reporter arrives in the 
marked news car. We interview 
the neighbors who hope this will 
make their community safer for 
their children. It feels like I have 
been shooting for hours but it's 
only been 15 minutes.” These 
days we are kept far away behind 
the crime scene tape. Maybe 
our adrenalin rush now is trying 
to make our deadlines for the 
four, five and six newscasts. 

“Last year ice - we had an 
unheard of six inches of ice 
in Texas. When I'm standing 
out on a bridge in sub-zero 
temperatures, trying to keep 
my camera from icing over and 
losing the feeling in my fingers, 
I am counting the days until I 
can retire! But then our story 
about an overcrowded animal 
shelter brings in people to adopt 
pets that would have been killed. 
Or a church that was robbed of 
the food they had collected to 
feed the poor, gets donations 
that double the amount that was 
stolen. Knowing that sometimes 
we can make a difference gets 
me through the tough times. And 
when I get to cover the World 
Series or the Bruce Springsteen 
concert at the Final Four, I know 
there is nothing else I would 
rather be doing. ”

With darkness having set in, 
the Millers watched as Mcllroy 
claimed the championship title 
on the 18th green, standing 
amidst the thousands of fans 
“flashing cameras and all” when

“Matthew said ‘Mom, I’m 
going to get him to sign it’ and 
I tried to tell him not to get his 
hopes up because Rory had the 
press conference to go to and a 
lot of things to do but he asked if 
I would go down there with him, 
and of course I did, and the next 
thing I knew we’re going into the 
press conference,” Miller said.

“Talk about great timing, 
Matthew was within ear shot 
of someone - a very nice young 
man in Rory’s entourage, I’m 
assuming it was his manager 
or agent, I can’t say for certain. 
He walked Matthew into the 
conference. Michael and I also 
made it in because our child was 
in. It was literally crazy!” 

Miller said that the family 
enjoyed watching the press 
conference with the media 
covering the event and the new 
champion, and at the conclusion 
of the press conference, Matthew 
was able to make his second big 
golf score of the weekend. 

“After Rory’s conference, 
the manager took the ball and 
Rory signed it for Matthew, 
he’s a nice guy,” Miller said. 
“Matthew was on a mission 
and we have memories of the 
PGA Championship that we will 
cherish for a lifetime.”

Smedberg has, and will be, 
working to solidify all the exist¬ 
ing businesses, corporate spon¬ 


sors, schools and other organi¬ 
zations for next year, as well as 
trying to bring some new ones 
on board for 2015. One such new 
team will be from the Clinton 
County Homemakers, as a cou¬ 
ple of their team representatives 
were among those on hand at the 
meeting held this past Monday 
evening, August 18 at the Early 
Childhood Center. 

Smedberg noted the involve¬ 
ment of Keystone Foods, LLC 
and its contributions to the Relay 
program over the years and took 
some names of some possible 
other business or corporate en¬ 
tities that operate in Albany and 
Clinton County. 

Smedberg told those on hand 
Monday that Relay For Life was 
giving local events options of the 
times for holding the actual Re¬ 
lay For Life event in each com¬ 
munity, those being a six-hour 
program; a 12-hour program or 
an 18-24 hour-long program. 

Committee members who 
have been involved with the lo¬ 
cal event for quite some time ba¬ 
sically felt a “shorter” program, 
possibly beginning in the mid¬ 
afternoon and running through 
mid-evening on a Saturday, for 
example, 3-10 p.m., may be bet¬ 
ter fitted for the community, giv¬ 
ing an opportunity for more par¬ 
ticipation. 


The possibility of holding 
both an opening ceremony and 
later in the evening, the annual 
survivor walk ceremony, was 
also discussed. 

Committee members also felt 
that once again holding the event 
at the high school and making it 
both an outside and inside event, 
with programs and activities at 
both the football field and gym¬ 
nasium, would also be best suited 
for local participants. 

The 2015 Relay For Life will 
be the 30th annual event spon¬ 
sored by the American Cancer 
Society. 

The event, as always, will 
involve the schools and school 
children in activities that not 
only help them learn leadership 
and responsibility, but also about 
cancer and the importance of 
helping others. 

The group also discussed 
ways in getting the more than 
50 churches in the community 
involved next year and noted 
that even though some may not 
be able to have teams or actively 
participate, congregations still 
may be able to help by setting 
aside an offering to donate to the 
ACS. 

Smedberg said the Relay For 
Life webpage would go online 
after September 5 and mentioned 
the possibility of attempting 


more online fundraising and do¬ 
ing “team challenges,” that has 
seemed to generate more dona¬ 
tions is some areas. 

“Most of last year’s sponsors 
are on board and we’re attempt¬ 
ing to get new ones,” Smedberg 
said. 

The first local event coming 
up for Relay For Life and also in 
recognition of cancer survivors 
will be on Friday, September 12 
during the Clinton County High 
School vs. Jenkins football game. 

A half-time program will be 
held to recognize cancer sur¬ 
vivors who attend that night’s 
game. It will also be “pink-out” 
night for the fans and survivors 
will wear purple survivor shirts. 
The committee will be working 
with the school to allow free ad¬ 
mission and free food to cancer 
survivors on that night and more 
details will be announced prior to 
September 12.

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Members of the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wild¬ 
life Resources, U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers and U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service gathered at 
Wolf Creek National Fish Hatch¬ 
ery Friday morning, August 8 
to break ground for Kentucky’s 
newest in-lieu fee program wet¬ 
lands and stream restoration 
project. 

The restoration project, which 
will triple the length of Hatch¬ 
ery Creek and create a mile-long 
natural stream, will help to im¬ 
prove water quality of the creek 
and the Cumberland River. It will 
also help to minimize the erosion 
problem currently affecting Ken¬ 
dall Campground. 

When the project is fin¬ 
ished, Hatchery Creek will flow 
through created riffles, runs, 
glides and pools, as well as split 
into multiple channels at certain 
points and flow through wetland- 
surrounded sections. 

The $1.8 million project, 
which is estimated to take about 
six months to complete, will cre¬ 
ate exciting new opportunities 
for trout fishing, in addition to 
curbing serious sediment pollu¬ 
tion which currently impacts the 
Cumberland River. 

Gregory Johnson, Commis¬ 
sioner of the Kentucky Depart¬ 
ment of Fish and Wildlife Re¬ 
sources, lived in Russell County 
from 1980 to 1983 and thinks it’s 
a fantastic county. 

“If you’re a hunter or a fisher¬ 
man, it’s all here for you,” John¬ 
son said. 

Johnson said he’s extremely 
excited to reach this point with 
the Hatchery Creek project. 

“This project creates oppor¬ 
tunities unlike any project we’ve 
undertaken,” Johnson said. 

Johnson said he’d contend 
Wolf River National Fish Hatch¬ 
ery has the greatest trout fishing 
in the nation. 


“I would say to anybody 
standing there from the Western 
or Eastern United States,” John¬ 
son said. “I think we’ve got the 
best one right over there, and it’s 
these partnerships that are mak¬ 
ing it happen.” 

Lieutenant Colonel John 
Hudson, Nashville District Com¬ 
mander of the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers, said he thinks the 
Hatchery Creek project is a tre¬ 
mendous win for the region, 
Wolf Creek National Fish Hatch¬ 
ery and the Lake Cumberland 
area. 

Hudson said the project builds 
on the momentum that’s been 
created over the last year with 
Lake Cumberland’s levels re¬ 
turning to normal. 

Hudson said the Corps will 
see many benefits from the proj¬ 
ect and he believes many genera¬ 
tions to come will see the ben¬ 
efits of it, as well. 

“I’m looking forward to com¬ 
ing back here and catching some 
trout that will make (Hatchery 
Creek) its new home,” Hudson 
said. 

James Gray, manager of Wolf 
Creek National Fish Hatchery, 
said people won’t find a stream 
like Hatchery Creek anywhere in 
the Eastern United States. 

“That’s going to make it 
unique,” Gray said. “If you’re a 
true outdoorsman or trout fisher¬ 
man, you have your bucket list. 
Those people spend thousands of 
dollars going to Montana or Ari¬ 
zona... Wolf Creek is going to be 
that place.” 

Eric DeWalt, professional en¬ 
gineering consultant of Ridge- 
Water, LLC , said he has fond 
memories of playing in creeks as 
a child and now he gets paid to 
play in them. 

“Like a good sheepdog, all he 
wants to do is work sheep—we 
love to work in creeks,” DeWalt 
said. 

DeWalt said the Hatchery 
Creek project is the project of a 
lifetime. 

“We consider it a win-win 
project,” DeWalt said. 


A local man has hied a law¬ 
suit against multiple individuals 


in Russell Circuit Court, alleg¬ 
ing defamation of his reputation, 
violation of KRS statutes, and 
conspiracy to remove him from 
the job, among other allegations. 

Wayne Wilson, a conserva¬ 
tion officer with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife, 
has hied suit against Toni With¬ 
ers and David Harris of Russell 
Springs, as well as William Jas¬ 
per (as an individual and as man¬ 
ager and member of State Dock 
Marina Services, LLC). Wilson 
also included State Dock Marina 
Services, LLC in the lawsuit. 

Wilson has been a conserva¬ 
tion officer with the Department 
of Fish and Wildlife since 2006. 
According to documents hied in 
Russell Circuit Court, on June 
15, 2013, Wilson cited a juvenile 
for operating an ATV on a Wild¬ 
life Management Area in Russell 
County and for alcohol intoxica¬ 
tion. The juvenile was the son 
of defendant Toni Withers and 
the grandson of defendant David 
Harris. 

On or about August 20, 2013, 
the juvenile called Wilson to 
voice his displeasure about the 
approaching court date concern¬ 
ing the citation. A couple days 
later, documents state that the ju¬ 
venile approached Wilson while 
he was on duty at Jax’s Conve¬ 
nient Store in Russell Springs. 

It was at that time the juve¬ 
nile engaged in conduct which 
accounted to menacing and dis¬ 
orderly conduct. Wilson then de¬ 
tained the juvenile and cited him 
with the aforementioned charges. 
A trial was subsequently held, 
where the juvenile was found 
guilty of menacing, according to 
the lawsuit. 

According to documents, 
following these events, it is al¬ 
leged by Wilson that Withers and 
Harris engaged in a continuous 
scheme to defame Wilson and/or 
cause him to lose his job. These 
actions include, but are not lim¬ 
ited to making false allegations 
to government officials, report¬ 
ing false stories to news outlets, 
and circulating a petition to have 
Wilson terminated from his posi¬ 
tion, the lawsuit states. 

In another incident in June of 
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2013, Wilson arrested Randall 
Faith for operating a watercraft 
under the influence of alcohol. 
Faith later pled guilty to the of¬ 
fense in Russell District Court, 
according to the lawsuit. Ac¬ 
cording to documents, Faith was 
a friend of defendant William 
Jasper and a patron of the Lake 
Cumberland State Dock. After 
Faith’s arrest and conviction in 
July 2013, Jasper has sought to 
have Wilson terminated from his 
position and/or transferred from 
his current position. 

The document states that ac¬ 
tions include, but are not limited 
to, meetings on houseboats at the 
marina with government offi¬ 
cials, other communications with 
government officials concern¬ 
ing Wilson’s employment, and 
contacting other marinas/docks 
concerning efforts to terminate 
Wilson from his position. 

Documents allege that Jas¬ 
per’s actions were taken in his 
capacity as a member of State 
Dock Marina Services and were 
in furtherance of the business 
of State Dock Marina Services, 
which is the reason that State 
Dock Marina Services were 
named as a defendant. 

Wilson alleges that the de¬ 
fendants have violated KRS 
150.090(6) by attempting to have 
him terminated from his posi¬ 
tion or transferred from his cur¬ 
rent position despite the lawful 
performance of his duty. Wilson 
alleges that due to this violation, 
he has suffered embarrassment, 
humiliation, mental anguish, and 
loss of reputation in his commu¬ 
nity. 

Wilson also alleges that the 
defendants have violated KRS 
524.055 by attempting to have 
him terminated from his position 
Wilson says that Kentucky law 
protects employment as a prop¬ 
erty interest when the employee 
has a legitimate claim of entitle¬ 
ment to continued employment, 
which he says he has. He says 
this violation has caused him em¬ 
barrassment, humiliation, mental 
anguish, and loss of reputation. 

The document alleges that the 
defendants have made defama¬ 
tory statements, both oral and 
written, which have injured his 
reputation and have engaged in 
a continuous scheme to remove 
him from his position. The docu¬ 
ment filed also alleges that State 
Dock Marina did not exercise 
ordinary care in the hiring, train¬ 
ing, and supervision of defendant 
William Jasper. 

Wilson is seeking an end to 
the statements and allegations 
formed against him and also an 
end to the attempts to remove 
him from his position, stating 
that he has performed his duty in 
a lawful manner and there is no 
legal justification for the actions 
taken by the defendants. 

He is also seeking judgment 
against the defendants in an 
amount sufficient to compensate 
him for the injuries described 
above and his costs expended, 
reasonable attorney fees, trial by 
jury on all issues as triable, and 
other relief. 


Tantus Tobacco in Russell 
Springs paid $750,000 in restitu¬ 
tion and forfeitures last week in 
U.S. District Court, after being 
sentenced by Chief Judge Jo¬ 
seph H. McKinley, Jr. on a single 
charge of conspiracy to engage 
in contraband cigarette traffick¬ 
ing, according to David J. Hale, 
United States Attorney for the 
Western District of Kentucky. 

Tantus Tobacco, LLC pleaded 
guilty to a Superseding Informa¬ 
tion and paid restitution in the 
amount of $200,000 to the Ken¬ 
tucky Revenue Cabinet in lost 
taxes and $60,000 to the Ken¬ 
tucky Attorney General’s Office 
for its assistance in the tobacco 
investigation. Tantus Tobacco, 
LLC forfeited $490,000 to the 
United States. 

Tantus Tobacco, a cigarette 
manufacturing facility located 
in Russell Springs, acting by 
and through its officers and em¬ 
ployees, aided and abetted by 
Jerry Burke and Charles Wells, 
pleaded guilty to making false 
material statements in reports re¬ 
quired to be made to governmen¬ 
tal tobacco regulatory divisions 
of the United States and the state 
of Mississippi between October 
2007 through July 2008. 

Charles Wells was sentenced 
n U.S. District Court in Aber¬ 
deen, Mississippi, to 24 months 
in prison and two years of super¬ 
vised release on August 8, 2011. 
Jerry Burke was sentenced in 
U.S. District Court in Aberdeen 
to 24 months in prison, two years 


of supervised release and ordered 
to pay 4,525,000 in restitution, 
on January 19, 2011. 

According to the plea agree¬ 
ment, from at least January 2008 
to May 2008, Tantus Tobacco 
manufactured Berley and Berk¬ 
ley brand cigarettes, which they 
sold to Charles Wells, a cigarette 
wholesale distributor in Ken¬ 
tucky. Escrow payments are due 
on the Berley cigarettes, but not 
the Berkley. 

Wells would obtain the ciga¬ 
rettes directly from the Tantus 
Tobacco facility located in Rus¬ 
sell Springs, Kentucky. How¬ 
ever, Tantus Tobacco aided and 
abetted the creation of false doc¬ 
umentation indicating that the 
cigarettes had been sold to J&B 
Wholesale (owned and operated 
by Jerry Burke) in Mississippi, 
which false documents were sub¬ 
mitted to the State of Mississippi. 

Tantus Tobacco, to avoid 
making manufacturer Non-Par¬ 
ticipating Manufacturer escrow 
payments on the subject ciga¬ 
rettes and to sell the cigarettes to 
Wells at a discount. J&B Whole¬ 
sale, in turn, submitted false and 
fraudulent Mississippi Tobacco 
Excise Returns reporting that the 
cigarettes were received and sold 
in Mississippi to the State Tax 
Commission in Mississippi in 
violation of tobacco sales report¬ 
ing requirements. These false 
Mississippi Tobacco Excise Re¬ 
turns were submitted, in whole 
or in part, to the cigarette diver¬ 
sion scheme described above in 
which Tantus Tobacco was an 
active participant. 

A wholesaler selling ciga¬ 
rettes in Mississippi must file 
a monthly Tobacco Excise Re¬ 
turn with the State Tax Com¬ 
mission showing the number of 
unstamped cigarettes received 
that month, plus the cigarettes 
stamped and available for sale 
that month, plus the cigarettes 
sold to licensed wholesalers and 
exempt persons that month, as 
well as the cigarette shipped or 
sold out of state, and the net tax¬ 
able cigarettes and other perti¬ 
nent information. 

The case was prosecuted by 
Special Assistant United States 
Attorney Robert Mims (Northern 
District of Mississippi), Assistant 
United States Attorney Randy 
Ream, and was investigated by 
the Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion (FBI) Mississippi Division, 
and the Bureau of Alcohol, To¬ 
bacco, Firearms and Explosives 
ATF). 



A Wolf Creek Dam Lake 
Cumberland Water Supply Allo¬ 
cation Study now underway may 
determine that the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, as early as 
2019, can assess fees from com¬ 
munities and large industrial wa¬ 
ter users for water drawn out of 
Lake Cumberland. 

Loren Vidnovic, project man¬ 
ager for the reallocation study, 
said the study was initiated last 
October and is scheduled for 
completion in December 2018. It 
also may pave the way to assess 
communities and large water us¬ 
ers for “their share of annual op¬ 
eration and maintenance of the 
dam and costs of possible future 
repairs to the dam.” 

Vidnovic said there are 11 
communities and industrial 
plants that are major users of wa¬ 
ter from Lake Cumberland. She 
mentioned, among others, Som¬ 
erset, Burnside, John Sherman 
Cooper Power Station, Kings- 
ford Charcoal and General Burn¬ 
side Island State Park. 

Somerset is the largest water 
user out of the lake, drawing an 
average of 10 million gallons a 
day, according to Charles Dick, 
water and wastewater manager 
for the city. 

Somerset Water Service has 
just completed a state-of-the-art 
water plant at Waitsboro that pro¬ 
vides potable water to more than 
100,000 people. 

The current study is a revival 
of basically the same plan during 
the late 1990s. Craig Carrington, 
chief of the Planned Formulation 
Section for the Corps’ Nashville 
District, said the study was not 
done then because Congress de¬ 
cided not to appropriate money 
for the project. The current study 
includes all Corps projects in the 
Nashville District, Vidnovic said. 

Bill Peoples, chief of public 


affairs for the Corps, said the 
study is more about hydropower 
and volume of water in the lake 
and how it affects hydropower. 
Six turbines at the base of Wolf 
Creek Dam produces 270 mega¬ 
watts of power. 

Vidnovic pointed out that 
original purposes of Wolf Creek 
Dam were flood control and hy¬ 
dropower. Recreation and water 
supply were added later for rea¬ 
sons for the reservoir. 

Corps officials justify initiat¬ 
ing fees for water users as giving 
users “permanent rights to the 
water source,” as Vidnovic put 
it. She indicated future growth 
might result in “eventually not 
enough water in the lake.” 

Asked how the Corps can jus¬ 
tify assessment of cost for dam 
maintenance, operation and pos¬ 
sible repairs, Vidnovic insisted 
such an assessment would be 
“less than one percent of the cost 
to water suppliers as a whole.” 
She said the study would include 
current and future water use. 

Somerset Mayor Eddie Gir- 
dler, who met with Corps offi¬ 
cials last week, said information 
at this point indicates amount of 
the initial fees and annual assess¬ 
ments would not severely impact 
water users. 

“It could affect fees charged 
to water associations and dis¬ 
tricts that get water from Somer¬ 
set...but I don’t think it will have 
a great impact.”

Snack better after school

As most parents know, children tend to be ready to eat as soon 
as the school bell rings. But with dinner still a few hours away, its 
too easy to let kids reach for convenient snacks that are packed with 
calories, excess sugar and too much fat. You can help your child—and 
family—snack healthier by following these steps: 

• Improve the accessibility of healthy foods. Research has shown 
that when healthier food becomes easily accessible for kids they are 
more likely to eat it. Put some fruit on the dining room table or close 
to the edge of the kitchen counter so your children can easily see and 
reach it. Make unhealthier options less accessible. 

• Think unconventionally Many times we associate “healthy” with 
only fruits and vegetables, but numerous other healthy snack options 
exist. Nuts, popcorn, string cheese and sunflower seeds are just some 
of the possible choices. 

• Offer healthier options. While it’s still warm, many kids love eat¬ 
ing cold snacks like popsicles and ice cream, but you can offer health¬ 
ier options for them. Purchase popsicles that are low in sugar. Instead 
of ice cream, try yogurt. If your kids don’t like the taste of plain yo¬ 
gurt, try adding berries and crunchy granola. 

• Set limits on the amount of soda your kids drink. Let them have 
one per day or two or three per week. Encourage them to drink water 
and milk instead.

Michael Phelps wins eighth medal

Fannie Farmer opens cooking school 

August 85, 1935 

On this day in 1902, pioneering cookbook author Fannie Farmer, who changed the way Ameri¬ 
cans prepare food by advocating the use of standardized measurements in recipes, opens Miss Farmer’s 
School of Cookery in Boston. In addition to teaching women about cooking, Farmer later educated medi¬ 
cal professionals about the importance of proper nutrition for the sick. 

Farmer was born March 23, 1857, and raised near Boston, Massachusetts. Her family believed in 
education for women and Farmer attended Medford High School; however, as a teenager she suffered 
a paralytic stroke that turned her into a homebound invalid for a period of years. As a result, she was 
unable to complete high school or attend college and her illness left her with a permanent limp. When 
she was in her early 30s, Farmer attended the Boston Cooking School. Founded in 1879, the school 
promoted a scientific approach to food preparation and trained women to become cooking teachers at a 
time when their employment opportunities were limited. Farmer graduated from the program in 1889 
and in 1891 became the school’s principal. In 1896, she published her first cookbook, The Boston Cook¬ 
ing School Cookbook, which included a wide range of straightforward recipes along with information 
on cooking and sanitation techniques, household management and nutrition. Farmer’s book became a 
bestseller and revolutionized American cooking through its use of precise measurements, a novel culi¬ 
nary concept at the time. 

In 1902, Farmer left the Boston Cooking School and founded Miss Farmer’s School of Cookery. In 
addition to running her school, she traveled to speaking engagements around the U.S. and continued to 
write cookbooks. In 1904, she published Food and Cookery for the Sick and Convalescent, which pro¬ 
vided food recommendations for specific diseases, nutritional information for children and information 
about the digestive system, among other topics. Farmer’s expertise in the areas of nutrition and illness 
led her to lecture at Harvard Medical School. 

Farmer died January 15, 1915, at age 57. After Farmer’s death, Alice Bradley, who taught at Miss 
Farmer’s School of Cookery, took over the business and ran it until the mid-1940s. The Fannie Farmer 
Cookbook is still in print today. 


The great moon hoax 

August 85, 1855 

On this day in 1835, the first in a series of six articles announcing the supposed discovery of life on 
the moon appears in the New York Sun newspaper. 

Known collectively as “The Great Moon Hoax,” the articles were supposedly reprinted from the 
Edinburgh Journal of Science. The byline was Dr. Andrew Grant, described as a colleague of Sir John 
Herschel, a famous astronomer of the day. Herschel had in fact traveled to Capetown, South Africa, in 
January 1834 to set up an observatory with a powerful new telescope. As Grant described it, Herschel 
had found evidence of life forms on the moon, including such fantastic animals as unicorns, two-legged 
beavers and furry, winged humanoids resembling bats. The articles also offered vivid description of the 
moon’s geography, complete with massive craters, enormous amethyst crystals, rushing rivers and lush 
vegetation. 

The New York Sun, founded in 1833, was one of the new “penny press” papers that appealed to 
a wider audience with a cheaper price and a more narrative style of journalism. From the day the first 
moon hoax article was released, sales of the paper shot up considerably. It was exciting stuff, and read¬ 
ers lapped it up. The only problem was that none of it was true. The Edinburgh Journal of Science had 
stopped publication years earlier, and Grant was a fictional character. The articles were most likely writ¬ 
ten by Richard Adams Locke, a Sun reporter educated at Cambridge University. Intended as satire, they 
were designed to poke fun at earlier, serious speculations about extraterrestrial life, particularly those 
of Reverend Thomas Dick, a popular science writer who claimed in his bestselling books that the moon 
alone had 4.2 billion inhabitants. 

Readers were completely taken in by the story, however, and failed to recognize it as satire. The 
craze over Herschel’s supposed discoveries even fooled a committee of Yale University scientists, who 
traveled to New York in search of the Edinburgh Journal articles. After Sun employees sent them back 
and forth between the printing and editorial offices, hoping to discourage them, the scientists returned to 
New Haven without realizing they had been tricked. 

On September 16, 1835, the Sun admitted the articles had been a hoax. People were generally 
amused by the whole thing, and sales of the paper didn’t suffer. The Sun continued operation until 1950, 
when it merged with the New York World-Telegram. The merger folded in 1967. A new New York Sun 
newspaper was founded in 2002, but it has no relation to the original.

Local school districts get $92,112.64 
in equalization funds 

State Superintendent of Public Instruction Wendell P. Butler has announced tentative allotment of 
funds to 148 school districts under the school equalization program from the $8,573,000 appropriation 
made available by the 1954 General Assembly for that purpose. 

Districts in Clinton County will receive from the equalization fund: Clinton County $51,228.44; 
Albany $40,884.20. 

Butler announced the distributions were tentative, and that total allotments for the present are 
$8,367,266.94. A contingency fund of $205,733.06 has been set aside for instructional salaries because 
of increased teacher training in the present school year over last year. 

Final allotment of funds will be made on or before March 1, taking into consideration adjustments 
that will be made over preliminary estimates. The new equalization law calls for this procedure. 

Funds appropriated by the General Assembly to the Public School Foundation program, plus funds 
raised locally made it necessary to reduce the total estimated cost to 70 percent of the amount necessary 
to finance a complete foundation program in each school district. The equalization allotment was well 
over last year’s figure of $5,573,000 however, thirty-one more school districts will receive funds this 
year.

On Friday, August 20, Athletic Field Day was held with students participating in horse shoes, 100 
yard races, 50 yard races, relay races, sack races, three-legged races, tug or war and softball. Each team 
were given points in each category including sportsmanship. The school with the most points earned will 
be the winner. Schools participating were: Williams, Otis Brown, teacher; Pine Grove, Rodell McFall, 
teacher; Cartwright, Luther York, teacher; Upchurch, Wesley York, teacher; Cumberland City, Arnel 
Davis, teacher; Story, Audrey Maupin, teacher; York’s Chapel, Daryl Brown, teacher; and Owens, Billy 
Branham, teacher. 

Needy in county get $21,801 in July 

Residents of Clinton County drew a total of $21,801 in Public Assistance payments for July, cover¬ 
ing old age assistance, aid to dependent children, and to needy blind, it was announced by Commissioner 
of Economic Security Vego E. Barnes. 

County payments in July included $11,825 for old age assistance; $9,508 dependent children pay¬ 
ments, and $468 for the needy blind. 

Statewide payments in the three categories were $3,197,447 for the month, which was distributed 
$1,960,551 for old age assistance; $1,135,086 for aid to dependent children; and $101,810 aid to needy 
blind. Averages were $45.08 for each aged recipient’ $61.40 for each family caring for dependent chil¬ 
dren; and $36.83 for each needy blind person.
